By-law 81 





A By-law of the Greater Vancouver Re- 
gional District to Expropriate Real 
Property for Regional Parks Func- 
tion, Enacted Pursuant to Section 
791 of the Municipal Act. 


WHEREAS, by supplementary Letters 
Patent, dated the 13th day of January 
1972, the functions of regional parks, pur- 
suant to the Regional Parks Act, were 
added to the objects, powers, applications, 
duties, limitations, and conditions of the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District: 

And whereas section 791 of the Munic- 
ipal Act, being chapter 255, Revised Sta- 
tutes of British Columbia, 1960, as 
amended (the “Municipal Act’), provides 
that a Regional Board, and its servants, 
may enter upon, break up, take, or enter 
into possession of, and use any real or 
personal property within the regional dis- 
trict not publicly known where necessary 
or convenient for any of the purposes of 
the regional district without the consent 
of the owners of the real or personal 
property but subject to Division (4) of 
Part XII of the said Act: 


And whereas the Regional Board of the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District has 
determined that it is necessary or con- 
venient for regional parks purposes to 
expropriate real property located within 
the regional district as more particularly 
referred to hereinafter: 


Now, therefore, the Regional Board of 
the Greater Vancouver Regional District 
(the “Regional District”) in meeting as- 
sembled enacts as follows: 

1. For the purposes of the regional 
parks function and in connection with the 
acquisition or development of regional 
parks and regional trails, the real prop- 
erty hereinafter more particularly de- 
scribed is hereby expropriated and is 
taken and shall be used by the regional 
district for the aforesaid purposes upon 
this by-law taking effect, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Municipal Act. 

2. The real property hereby expropri- 
ated is situate in the New Westminster 
Assessment District, in the Province of 
British Columbia, and is better known 
and described as 


(i) the fractional southwest quarter of 
Section 23, except Parcel D (Ref-

(a) To pass and repass over the land de- 
scribed in the Schedule hereto, and therein 
and hereinafter called the ‘‘working-strip’’: 

(b) To bring, place, and keep on the working- 
strip equipment and material necessary or 
incidental to the construction of the system 
of sewer pipes of the Municipality: 

To clear, dig, remove, and backfill soil 
necessary or incidental to the said con- 
struction, 

The rights hereby granted to the Municipality 
on the working-strip shall absolutely cease and 
determine upon the completion by the Munici- 
pality of the said construction adjoining the 
working-strip, and in any event not later than 
one year from the date hereof. 

The Municipality convenants with the Owner 
that each time it disturbs the surface of any of 
the land in the exercise of any of the rights 
granted to it under this agreement it will restore 
the same as near as is reasonably possible to the 
condition thereof before such disturbance.
